Self Reliance is 
Still the Best Policy 


As this issue of East/West goes to press,， 9Secretary 
Vance is still in conference in Peking. It is too early 
for us to comment on the significance of this 
Journey. 

Before Secretary Vance left Washington， a 
spokesman of the _ State Department did try to 
reassure the American public that the U.S9. has no 
intention of abandoning Taiwan, and to prepare us 
for the probability that little breakthrough will be 
made by the 9Secretary.， After 9Senator Edward 
kennedy'S pro-normalization remarks ， recently ， 
Vance also tried to hush him, making clear that any 
premature move to dump Taiwan would hurt the 
Administration's chance of an early ratification of 
the new Panama Canal accord in Congress. 


Meanwhile, after lying low for quite a while, the 
U.9. Ambassador in Taipei Leonard Unger met with 
Premier Chiang Ching-kuo for a “wide-ranging 
discussion on matters of common concern， 
including Secretary Vance's forthcoming visit to 
Peking.”Although the content of their conversation 
was not released,， sources were Saying that Unger 
had some reassuring words forthe Nationalists. Such 
is the complex pattern of international politics- The 
results of the Peking meeting at this time are 
anybody's guess. 

.The American people have seen many advertise- 
ments paid for by Taipei，or pro-Taipei groups， 
pleading with President Carter not to sacrifice 
Taiwan in Washington's normalization move. Those 
living in Taiwan are also sending letters by tens of 
thousands to the White House urging Carter not to 
sever diplomatic ties with Taipei. Their concerns are 
legitimate and understandable. However，we feel 
that, somehow, they lack an overall understanding 
of the _ current international situation and their 
anxiety has thus been exaggerated. 


After Vietnam, the United States is not likely to get 
involved in another foreign civil war. The U.9. may 
continue to sell arms to Taiwan and to offer 
technical advice. But, should the Communists and 
the Nationalists resume full-scale fighting, the U.9. is 
not likely to jump in. Looking at the Situation of the 
Taiwan 9%trait from both sides, the best defense is still 
the policy of self reliance.

Prize in Physics with Prof. Burton 
Richter of Stanford， This was

Council sent 375 proposals to the 
Mayor for approval. After a fight 
with the Board of Supervisors 
about the jobs，almost all the 
Councils recommendations were 
sanctioned. The total amount of 
funding for the jobs is about $40 
million.

The CETA program is one

why they did not get CETA 
funding， 

CULTURAL 

CETA takes up so much time 
that the other department under 
Guimarae's jurisdiction ”some- 
times has to take second fiddle. 
Included in the cultural activity 
group is the art commission，lib- 
Iary，museums，War Memorial， 
Academy of Sciences， Opera， 
Symphony and 了 Ballet associa- 
tions. Since San Francisco is such a 
culturally rich city，all of these 
departments are busy and need 
attentive cooperation from the 
Mayors office， 

Another trouble spot is appoint- 
ments to boards and commissions. 
While Moscone and his right hand 
man Bernard Teitlebaum make 
the key decisions， Cuimaraes 
would be consulted when the 


board is in one of her departments .

“Rose Garden,”based on the 
best seller of the same name by 
Hannah Green，needs more peaks 
and valleys to succeed. Its the 
story ,of a young suicidal girl， 
played impressively by Kathleen 
Quinlan, who retreats from reality 
into a fantasy world of blood 
cults，human sacrifice and gods 
who demand that she reject the 
kindness of human beings who try 
to _ help her， The film indicates 
that the girl's relationship with her 
father，with some repressed sexual 
overtones, is partially the cause of 
her illness. 

Unfortunately, too much time in 
the 人 im is spent showcasing the 
assorted fits of the other mental 


patients， The relationship

“Cuckoo's Nest,”where the differ- 
ent patients had different Person- 
alities and diametrically opposed 
complexes，the patients in “Rose 
Garden”look different，but act 
about the same， TIThe movie is 


,almost totally a downer with 


almost no humor to relieve the 
tension 
EYES 

The best feature of the film is 
the relationship between the girl 
and her doctor played by Bibi 
Andersson, who can act more with 
her eyes than most actresses can 
with their entire bodies. The slow 
process of the doctor bringing the 
girl out of her ugly fantasy world 
is the central conflict of the film. 
The fantasy sequences are poorly 
realized, and should look less like 
a Manson family cult and more 
like a Jungian world of blackness 
and light. 

Theending is one of the weakest 
elements in the movie，It seems 
that her“cure” is merely tacked on 
to provide some relief for the 
audience. The doctor never 
succeeded in drawing her out of 
her shell or in finding the root of 
her problem, If she is relased from 
confinement because she is able to 
feel pain，then the cure seems- a
